ployed, your attention is directed to the 
means by which it may be accomplished ; 
but in the limited time of this discourse, these 
can occupy only a small portion of our consid. 
eration. ere are (wo subjects on which | 
would make a few observations connected 
with the study of the rhetorical art, by which 
useful truths are promulgated with effect, and 
also with the p: to which the practice 
of this art should be subservient. If no 
from contemplating the means, we turn 
the noble purposes of eloquence, we find that 
the est masters of the art have concurred 
in this point, and Y d one opinion on 
the ase of the study. Let their sentiments be 
engraven on our me It is not the dic- 
tion of the Orator, nor the music of his voice, 
but his devotedness to the good of the mass of 
mankind, that determines the character of 
his mind. It is the best praise of the art, that 
it points out how truth may be most widely 
promulgated, the cause of persecuted inno- 
cence best defended, the march of wicked 
rulers most triumphant! how defi- 
ance may be hurled at ¢ rsecutor’s head, 
how to guide men in the midst of public con. 
vulsions, and to bring about salutary changes. 
In such circumstances how important and 
powerful must eloquence be! But in 
peaceful times, when the progress of events 
1s slow, and the tumult can be heard no lon- 
gers then, too, she flourishes protectress of 
iberty, patroness of improvement, guardian 
of all the blessings that can be showered on 
the mass of mankind, nor ever is she seen 
but in teaching some grand lesson to men.— 
To me, calmly revolving these things, such 
ursuits seem more noble than any which the 
erd of base men lavish prodigally. To com- 
municate useful information—to further in- 
tellectual refinement—to hasten the comin 
of that bright day, when the dawn of gener 
knowledge shall chase away the lazy mists, 
even from the great social pyramid. This is 
a high station to which man may be raised, 
and in which the most splendid talents may 
well press onward to bear a part. I know that 
1 speak in a place consecrated, by the pious 
wisdom of ancicnt times, to the instruction of 
outh ; yet from this classic ground have gone 
orth, those, who by their genius, not by their 
ancestry, have been ennobled; and whose il- 
lustrioas example has made the humblest 
emulous to climb the arduous steeps, and en- 
ter those gates that are illumined with the 
sun. To the cultivation of the most impor- 
tant sciences, men of talents are pressing on 
from every part of the empire. But 1 wish 
the same course to be pursued by men ot 
high station and weight, and by men of the 
highest rank. Our object should be to extend 
the bounds of science, by the discovery of 
new truths, or by new modes of application. 
Thus the number of scientific men will be 
increased, and more Watts and Franklins will 
arise, and appear among these working clas- 
ses to which Watt and Franklin once be- 
longed. The inventors of new arts will be 








| secn more numerous, and the material differ 
| once will be, that the mass of #fe ignorant 
multitude being diminished, the body“of the

| be supposed, that persons eminent for sci- 
ence and knowledge, could be jealous of its 

| general diffusion ; tur the extension of know- 
i:dge to the mass of the age! could only 
augment the number of their admirers.

of social order, I would address a few words, 
The cultivation of science has never really 
promoted turbulence or unbelief; but ius pro- 
creas is the forerunner of liberality and en-

come, which must put to flight the evil spirits 
ot tyranny and ion. As men will no 
longer suffer themselves to be led into dark- 
ness, so will they not yield to the evil princi- 
ple of judging their fellow men, not accord- 
ing to the merits of their actions, but the ar- 
ticles of their creed. The great truth has 
forth into ali the bounds of the earth, 

that men shall render an account no more to 
man for his belief. Heneeforth nothing shall 
prevail on us to praise or blame a man for

A poor, 
wan, emaciated, squalid, diseased wretch, 
who possesses the means of alleviating his 
veer xf but is cursed with a disposition too 
sordid to permit their use or application. 
But though this character may appear the 
most vile and despicable that can be imagin- 
ed, ancl is considered by all men as a fair ob- 
ject of satire and reproach, it is by no means 
the most atrocious or guilty form in which 
avarice presents itself; 1 its very aspect is 
so devoid of disguise, its deformity vo obvious 
to every eye, that it appears rather as a bea- 
con to warn mankind against the love of mo- 
ney, than to excite it.

upon the human character, it is yet true, that 
the man who w his nei thay disre- 
gards the claims of justice and right princi- 
ple, oppresses the han and the helpless, 
staryes his house » and considers a | 
method of amassing wealth laudable, though 
he cannot be respected, yet escapes con- 
tumely, 
Mankind, too generally culpable, treat ava- 
rice with extreme lenity, when they find it in 
Possession of its object and elated by power ; 
yet nothing surely can be more ruinous to 
youth, than such conduct, or any thing (save 
the vice itself) more crimingl in parents, than 
by mild phrases to gloss over such enormi- 
ties—to style a knave, a liar, a hypocrite, and 
a wretch devoid of feeling or of principle, a 
smart or a good sort of a man, &c. A moment's 
reflection will convince them, that by so do- 
ing, they lessen the attachment of their chil- 
dren to virtue, obviate the natural horror 
of vice, and place before them a picture of 
wealth gained by villainy, enjoyed without 
appearance of compunction, and treated with 
respect. They must then be conscious, that 
they are exciting an immoderate desire for 
riches, aud becoming the great and princi- 
pal, though remete cause, of this immoral 
and ignoble vice, PUILOCLES.

Toleration of the Early Settlers of Maryland 
and Pennaylvania. 

It is a curious fact, and one which reflects 
the preatest credit on these carly colonists, 
that Asleen years wfter they first landed, the 
general assembly of the people passed an act, 
entitled 4n Met concerning Heligion, in which 
the great principles py ny toleration and 
liberty are recognised in their fullest latitude, 
The following is an extract from the act it- 
self, 

‘Whereas the enforcing of the conscience 
in matters of religion hath frequently fallen 
out to be of dangerous consequence in those 
commonwealths where it hath been practised, 
and for the more quiet and —2 govern. 
ment of this province, and the better to pre- 
serve mutual hove and unity among the inhabi- 
tants, no person or persons whatsoever, with- 
in this province, or the islands, ports, har- 
bors, creeks, or havens thereunto belonging, 
professing to believe in Jesus Christ, shail 
from henceforth be any ways troubled, mo- 
leated, or discountenanced, for, or in respect 
of, his or her religion, nor in the free exercise 
thereof, within this province, or the Islands 
thereunto belonging, nor any way compelled 
to the belief or exercise of any religion eainst 
his or her consent, so that they be not unfaith- 
ful to the lord proprietary, or molest or con- 
spire against the civil pence establish- 
ed, or to be established in this province un- 
der him or his heirs.” Bacon’s Laws, 1649, 
chap. 1. 

This law ae popes by an assembly com- 
posed entirely “ ee whe aa and is the 
wore remarkab , as Legislative 
act, it is believed, which te recorded to have 
been passed by any government in favor of 
unlimited toleration. Penn's memorable law
